Our market for Feed grains shows much firmness. Bar 
ley continues in good request, with an. upward tendency in 
values. The demand for this marketable grain must, in 
the near future, be considerably affected by the large Corn 
surplus, particularly in the southern portion of. the State, 
though the Corn crop hereabouts was much greater in 1869 
than many people are aware of, far exceeding any like crop 
previously gathered in California. Thus far during. the 
Fall and W , comparatively li e Corn has been mar- 
keted, for asoh that prices were low and the demand 
meagre. ou people have yet to be educated up to its use 
as regards its fitness for both man and beast; besides, the 
time is appréadhiag when ldrge quantities of this valuable 
grain will be used for distillation. 

The Potato supply is good for the season, and in the 
absence of any ‘special inquiry, prices remain steady. 
Onions continue scarce and high. Beans are in considera- 
ble supply, notwithstanding Iberal shipments East at the 
close year.

choice grase Butter, nicely done up in rolls, and sent over 
the rails in @ style peculiar to Californians. The fact is, 
the railroads will soon become indispensable to the whole 
country, in the interchange of commodities. Our seasons 
are so different and varied that in the winter’s cold, and 
when all else is ice-boand east of the Rocky Mountains, we 
can furnish tropical fruitse—Oranges, etc.—in perfection, 
fresh grass Butter, and other luxuries, whip abound here 
in the winter season.
